Dutch Caribbean experts meet to 
deliberate over contagious diseases 


ORANJESTAD - The past 
week opened with extensive 
meetings conducted by experts 
from the International Heath 
Regulations (IHR). The meet¬ 
ings were held in the Radisson 
Resort & Casino and were or¬ 
ganized by the Rijksinstituut 
for People’s health and Envi¬ 
ronment in Holland. The Aruba 
Ministry of Public Health also 
collaborated. The intention was 
to get all six islands of the 
Dutch Caribbean to reach a 
consensus on the management 
of infectious diseases and on a 
potential epidemic. 




Experts from Aruba, Sint 
Maarten, Curacao and the BES 
islands: Bonaire, St. Eustatius 
and Saba, participated in the 
meetings. They discussed a 
number of issues, and ap¬ 
pointed a sub-focal point 
where the islands can report to 
Holland, and Holland conse¬ 
quently report to WHO (World 
Health Organization. 

The concept behind a sub- 
focal point is for all experts 
and professionals to work to¬ 
gether on prevention, manage¬ 
ment, protection and on 
improving the problems which 
arise from infectious diseases. 

Dr. Izzy Gerstenbluth, epi¬ 
demiologist, explained that ac¬ 
cording to WHO, it has 
become necessary to announce 
a travel prohibition for travel 
between China and Toronto, 
Canada, due to the consterna¬ 
tion experienced in Canada. 
The country’s reaction was 
rather negative and they ques¬ 
tioned the authority of the 


WHO to issue such a travel 
prohibition. The ensuing dis¬ 
cussion brought about a revi¬ 
sion of certain rules and 
agreements regarding the re¬ 
port and warning about conta¬ 
gious diseases. 

They stipulated what 
should happen when an infec¬ 
tious disease is discovered in a 
country which could poten¬ 


tially spread to other countries. 
How this should be reported, 
how to warn others, and how 
to avoid the spread of the dis¬ 
ease and become a worldwide 
problem. 

Dr. Gerstenbluth explained 
that the Dutch Caribbean is¬ 
lands are not direct members 
of WHO, hence, their focal 
point is a center in Bilthoven, 
Holland. For quite some time 
they have been pleading for a 
better system. This is because 
the long distance plays a sig¬ 
nificant role when reporting 
must be done and with respect 
to the management of conta¬ 
gious diseases. Holland also 
recognizes the problem of dis¬ 
tance, and has proposed that 
there be a sub-focal point on 
one of the Dutch Caribbean is¬ 
lands, which has yet to be de¬ 
termined.

Government

ORANJESTAD - Last 
Wednesday afternoon, Prime 
Minister Eman, Ministers 
Oduber and de Meza sat down 
with about 100 employees of 
Valero who have not yet 
signed a severance agreement 
with the company.

Microbiologist and member of 
the Public Health Management 
Team of Aruba explained that 
the process of cooperation that 
the six islands have embarked 
upon has improved the system 
for Aruba and will enable us to 
actualize what we already 
have. Salazar believes that to¬ 
gether we can attend to, con¬ 
tain, limit and liquidate any 
type of disease which may cre¬ 
ate a danger for Aruba, or for 
the entire region for that mat¬ 


ter. Salazar referred to the ex¬ 
ample of a contagious disease 
entering by way of cruise lines, 
or via airlines. He is convinced 
that we have a multidiscipli¬ 
nary team in our public health 
system that can take quick and 
effective action for Aruba as 
well as for the other islands 
that stand to benefit from the 
mutual collaboration. 

The essence of last week’s 
meeting was for us to be aware 
of what each partner already 


has, what each partner can 
offer and what each partner 
lacks in terms of material or 
expertise. They are now ex¬ 
pertly prepared to put into ac¬ 
tion a system of vigilance with 
specific norms for infectious 
diseases which could have an 
effect on us or in our region. 
No matter our small size, 
Aruba must be fully prepared 
and well-organized for what¬ 
ever eventuality.

Going Green doesn’t have to cost millions, but doing more with less! 


Vader Piet has cost a fortune to 
install and produces a mere 
12% of energy. Now, it ap¬ 
pears, against all proven scien¬ 
tific evidence of a health 
hazard, despite non-com¬ 
pelling evidence to the con¬ 
trary; a second windmill park 
will be built in the face of wor¬ 
thy, taxpaying residents in 
complete oblivion to their 


vested interests and expressed 
concerns....to produce another 
meager 18% of energy at the 
cost of 100 million dollars! 

But, if we take an educated 
look at the reality staring us in 
the face, we must conclude 
that that humongous invest¬ 
ment could really be saved! 
Going GREEN for Aruba does 
not have to cost millions.

could realistically achieve the 
same goal...50% energy reduc¬ 
tion and efficient, by doing 
more with less!

What we are about now, in 
the estimation of those really 
in the know, will only make us 
the laughing stalk of the world!

Million-name petition and 
Nobel calls for Malala 


ISLAMABAD (AFP) - More 
than a million people have 
signed a global petition sup¬ 
porting shot Pakistani school¬ 
girl Malala Yousafzai, UN 
envoy Gordon Brown said 
YESTERday, amid calls for 
her to be nominated for the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 

The 15-year-old who nar¬ 
rowly escaped death when she 
was shot in the head by Taliban 
militants a month ago for the 
"crime” of promoting girls’ 
right to go to school has 
touched millions across the 
globe. 

A separate online petition 
calling for her to be put for¬ 
ward for the Nobel has at¬ 
tracted nearly 90,000 signa¬ 
tures and campaigners urged 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron to recommend her 
for the award. 

The Taliban hitman's bullet 
grazed Malala's brain and she 
is now recovering in hospital 
in Britain, from where she said 
she was overwhelmed by the 
outpouring of support. 

"She wants me to tell every¬ 
one how grateful she is and is 
amazed that men, women and 
children from across the world 
are interested in her well¬ 
being," her father Ziauddin 
Yousafzai said on her behalf. 

"We deeply feel the heart¬ 
touching good wishes of the 
people across the world of all 
caste, colour and creed," he 
said in a statement issued by 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospital 


in Birmingham, where Malala 
is being treated. 

Today has been designated 
"Malala Day" by the UN, with 
demonstrations and vigils ex¬ 
pected around the world to 
show support for her and call 
for girls' education. 

Some 32 million girls 
worldwide are denied access to 
education, according to UN 
figures, while in Pakistan more 
than five million children do 
not go to school. 

Brown, the UN's envoy for 
global education, presented 
Pakistani President Asif Ali 
Zardari with the million-strong 
global petition and a second 
petition also with a million sig¬ 
natures from Pakistanis de¬ 
manding free education for all. 

The former British prime 
minister is visiting Pakistan to 
begin work on a plan to help 
the country get all of its out-of- 
school children into the class¬ 
room by 2015. 

Education in Pakistan is 
under attack from Islamist mi¬ 
litants opposed to secular 
schooling but also suffers from 
chronic underfunding — the 
country spends less than 2.5 
percent of GNP on education, 
according to UN children's 
agency UNICEF. 

The official literacy rate is 
58 percent, with less than half 
of women able to read and 
write, yet in 2011-12 the gov¬ 
ernment's spending on defence 
was more than 10 times greater 
than education.

New Anglican leader backs women bishops 


Half-Hispanic Bush nephew 
signals political bid 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
half-Hispanic nephew of for¬ 
mer president George W. Bush 
has taken a first step towards 
running for political office in 
Texas, US media reported. 

George P. Bush filed a do¬ 
cument with the Texas Ethics 
Commission showing he has 
designated a campaign trea¬ 
surer — a step necessary before 
any bid for statewide office, 
The New Republic reported 
yesterday. 

The young Republican did 
not specify which post he is 
setting his sights on, but the 
move signals the arrival of the 
next generation of the power¬ 
ful Bush political dynasty. 

Besides his ties to both for¬ 
mer presidents Bush, he is the 
son of Jeb Bush, the former 
governor of Florida, who has 
been suggested as a possible 
candidate for president in 
2016. 

Thanks to the changing de¬ 
mographics of the US elec¬ 
torate, George P. is likely to be 
an attractive candidate to party 
higher ups: the 36-year-old is 
half Hispanic — his mother was 
born in Mexico — and he 
speaks Spanish fluently. 



After Republican White 
House candidate Mitt Rom¬ 
ney's disastrous showing 
among Hispanics in the presi¬ 
dential vote — only 27 percent 
voted for him — the party is ac¬ 
tively looking for candidates 
capable of courting this gro¬ 
wing sector of the population. 

Tall and boasting a suave 
smile, the Navy reserve officer 
and investor is already active 
on the political scene. 

During the Republican con¬ 
vention in Tampa, Florida, in 
August, Bush attended a con¬ 
ference on the "next genera¬ 
tion," alongside Chelsea Clin¬ 
ton, daughter of former presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton, and Josh 
Romney, son of candidate 
Romney. 


LONDON (AFP) - The new 
leader of the world's Anglicans 
said yesterday he backed 
women bishops and would ex¬ 
amine his thinking on gay mar¬ 
riage, tackling issues that have 
divided the faithful across the 
world. 

Former oil executive Justin 
Welby was named as the next 
archbishop of Canterbury, the 
head of the Church of England, 
capping a remarkable rise for 
the 56-year-old who has only 
been a bishop for a year.

PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) -

Get your Vaccines for flu season 

2012/2013 



What is the flu? 

The flu is a contagious infec¬ 
tion of the nose, throat, and 
lungs caused by the influenza 
vims. 

Less often, it is spread 
when you touch a surface 
such as a faucet handle or 
phone that has the vims on it, 
and then touch your own 
mouth, nose, or eyes. 

Because the flu spreads 
through the air and is very 
contagious, it often strikes a 
community all at once, caus¬ 
ing an epidemic illness 

The flu usually begins 
abruptly, with a fever be¬ 
tween 102 and 106 °F. (An 
adult typically has a lower 
fever than a child.) The fever 
usually lasts for a day or two, 
but can last 5 days. 

These symptoms (except 
the cough) usually disappear 
within 4-7 days, but the 
tiredness persists for 1-2 
weeks. 

How to combat the flu? 

Vaccination is the best 
protection against contracting 
the flu. 

Everyone 6 months of age 
and older should get vacci¬ 
nated against the flu. 

Antiviral dmgs are pre¬ 
scription medicines (pills, 
liquid or an inhaler) that can 
be used for prevention or 
treatment of flu vimses. 

If you get sick, antiviral 
drugs can make your illness 
milder and make you feel 
better faster. 

The antiviral dmgs work 
only as a prevention, if you 
are sick already, it will now 
cure your flu. 

Flu is not the cold 

Commonly, when some¬ 
one is not feeling good, peo¬ 


ple have the tendency to say 
that he has the flu, but not 
every “flu” is caused by the 
flu vims. 

Cold, stomach flu and 
other kinds of malaise are 
caused by different other 
viruses that cannot be pre¬ 
vented by taking the flu vac¬ 
cination. 

A different type of flu 
every year. 

In countries with winter 
seasons, every year there is a 
high percentage of people 
getting the flu. 

Our island is frequented 
by tourists who bring over 
the flu and expose our com¬ 
munity to the vims. 

The flu vims evolves rap¬ 
idly and new strains quickly 
replace the older ones, this is 
why everyone must vaccinate 
against the flu every year. 

Does Vaccination against 
the flu help increase resist¬ 
ance? 


There are different strains 
of the flu worldwide that are 
being investigated, anticipat¬ 
ing which one will strike the 
present year. 

Based on that information 
a vaccine is then made every 
year. 

Each seasonal flu vaccine 
contains three dead flu 
vimses. 

When injected with the 
vaccine the body reacts to 
these viruses by producing 
anti bodies. 

When the flu vims attacks 
the body, these antibodies 
will counteract and eliminate 
the vims. 

The vaccine cannot cause 
the flu as it consists of dead 
vimses.

The vaccine also mini¬ 
mizes the possibilities for 
complications caused by the 
flu. 

Remember, the vaccine 
does not prevent the cold or 
other kind of vimses. 

The effectiveness of the 
vaccine is clinically proven 

Is the flu vaccine safe? 

Yes, it is safe, because it 
consists of dead vimses that 
induce the human body the 
produce anti bodies against 
the flu. 

The vaccine is rather well 
tolerated; mostly it causes a 
little discomfort on the skin 
when injected. 

This discomfort will dis¬ 
appear within 24 hours. 

Who are at risk for the 
flu? 

Everyone can get the flu, 
although there are certain 
people who are at higher risk 
if they get the flu; it is advis¬ 
able for them to take the vac¬ 
cine. They are: heart patients, 
patients with lung problems 
(like asthma, bronchitis, etc.) 
diabetics, patients with kid¬ 
ney problems and persons 
with a low immunity system. 

They must consult their 
doctor about taking the flu 
vaccine. 

When is person not at 
risk for the flu? 

If a person is not a heart 
patient, has problems with 
lung or kidney, or has a low 
immunity system, there is no 
need for a flu vaccine. 

It is advisable though to 
take the vaccine, if, for exam¬ 


ple, a person is 65 years old, 
cannot miss work for a week, 
or is constantly in contact 
with many people, then, it is 
advisable to consult with 
your house doctor. 

Can children be vacci¬ 
nated against the flu? 

Yes, all children older than 
6 months can be vaccinated 
against the flu. But check 
first with a pediatrician. 

In the U.S.A., authorities 
advice everyone who is at 
risk, to take the vaccine as 
soon as possible. 

In the Netherlands, the 
house doctors automatically 
call all patients older than 65 
years to get a vaccine. 

In the Netherlands only, 
an average of 2,000 people 
die every year of the flu, 
while 20 to 30,000 are hospi¬ 
talized. 

On Aruba, the flu vaccine 
is available, through a doc¬ 
tor ’s prescription, at all 
drugstores .

New Blackberry 10 gets 
security nod 



OTTAWA (AFP) - Blackberry 
maker Research in Motion an¬ 
nounced this week that its 
newest smartphone platform, 
Blackberry 10, has been certi¬ 
fied as secure for use by US 
government agencies. 

FIPS or Federal Informa¬ 
tion Processing Standard cer¬ 
tification ’’provides 

confidence to security-con¬ 
scious organizations, includ¬ 
ing US and Canadian 
government agencies, com¬ 
panies in regulated industries 
and other organizations deal¬ 
ing with sensitive informa¬ 
tion, that data stored on 
smartphones running Black¬ 
berry 10 can be properly se¬ 
cured and encrypted,” RIM 
said in a statement. 

The new platform is to 
launch in early 2013 to help 
Blackberry compete with 
Apple and other smartphone 
makers. 


The announcement comes 
one week after the Pentagon 
ended its exclusive deal with 
RIM to supply its vast work¬ 
force with Blackberry smart¬ 
phones. 

Another government 
agency, the US Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
agency, also said it was drop¬ 
ping the Blackberry device 
altogether in favor of Apple’s 
iPhone. 

The US military and intel¬ 
ligence agencies have long 
preferred the Blackberry due 
to security concerns and had 
worried that Apple, Android 
and other smart phones 
lacked sufficient safeguards. 

But the technology has ad¬ 
vanced and Pentagon offi¬ 
cials said innovative 
applications available on 
other smartphones could be 
useful for different units or 
offices. 


Amazon cuts 
Japan Kindle price 
before launch 

TOKYO (AFP) - Internet 
shopping giant Amazon has 
cut the cost of the Japanese 
version of its Kindle e- 
reader even before the first 
customers get their hands 
on the device. 

The price of the wifi-only 
edition of Kindle Paper- 
white was shaved by 500 
yen ($6.25) to 7,980 yen 
Wednesday, as competition 
heats up in a sector that has 
been slow off the mark. 
Amazon began taking pre¬ 
orders for the gadget on Oc¬ 
tober 24, with the first 
shipping expected on No¬ 
vember 19. 

The discount might give an 
edge to the US giant against 
a range of rivals, including 
the ’’Lideo” e-reader, with 
the price tag of 8,480 yen, 
the same as the Paperwhite 
before its discount. 

Lideo, which is made by 
printing heavyweight Top- 
pan, uses free WiMax high¬ 
speed, wireless broadband 
technology that allows users 
to connect to its BookLive 
ebook store with 95,000 ti¬ 
tles, compared with Ama¬ 
zon’s 50,000 Japanese titles. 
Sony and Japanese online 
store Rakuten also have e- 
readers, while a horde of 
electronics makers have 
produced tablet computers 
ahead of the year-end shop¬ 
ping season. 


Collapse of Maya civilization tied 
to drought: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
long catastrophic drought led 
to the collapse of Maya cul¬ 
ture, a new study said this 
week confirming a controver¬ 
sial hypothesis linking its de¬ 
mise to climate change. 

The study, published in 
Friday’s issue of the journal 
’’Science,” involved an inter¬ 
national team of researchers. 

’’The rise and fall of Mayan 
civilization is an example of a 
sophisticated civilization fail¬ 
ing to adapt successfully to 
climate change,” said James 
Baldini of Britain’s Durham 
University. 


’’Periods of high rainfall 
increased the productivity of 
Maya agricultural systems 
and led to a population boom 
and resource overexploita¬ 
tion.” 

The progressively drier 
climate that followed led to 
the depletion of resources, 
which in turn sparked politi¬ 
cal destabilization and war, 
he noted in a statement. 

Then, ’’after years of hard¬ 
ship, a nearly century-long 
drought from 1020 sealed the 
fate of the Classic Maya,” 
Baldini added. 

The researchers came to 


their conclusion after recon¬ 
structing a record of weather 
in the Maya region — which 
includes parts of Mexico, Be¬ 
lize, Guatemala and Hon¬ 
duras — over the past two 
thousand years. 

They did so by using 
chemical and mineral analy¬ 
ses of stalagmite layers found 
in Belize's Yok Balum cave 
situated about a mile (1.5 
kilometers) from the Classic 
Period Maya site of Uxbenka 
and near other major Maya 
centers that were impacted by 
the same climate conditions. 

Stalagmites are formed in 
caves by the continuous drip¬ 
ping of calcareous water, which 
allows for the measurement of 
precipitation over time. 

Considering the Maya 
kept a meticulous record of 
political events by inscribing 
them on stone monuments, 
the authors of the study were 
able to ’’chart how increases 
in war and unrest were asso¬ 
ciated with periods of 
drought,” according to the 
statement.

Scientists use chemistry 
to add oomph to biofuel 


PARIS (AFP) - Affordable 
fuel from grasses, trees and 
plant waste that packs 
enough of a punch to power 
a plane? Scientists said re¬ 
cently this can be done using 
chemistry to boost basic fer¬ 
mentation processes. 

A team at the University 
of California in Berkeley said 
it had developed a method to 
add carbon atoms to biofuels 
obtained from fermentation - 
- currently not potent enough 
to replace gasoline, jet fuel or 
diesel. 

Using the same 100-year- 
old biological process em¬ 
ployed in ethanol production, 
the team manufactured alco¬ 
hol and acetone by ferment¬ 
ing sugars obtainable from 
anything from grasses, trees, 
com, sugar beets, sorghum or 
even plant waste, according 
to a study in the journal Na¬ 
ture. 

The alcohol and acetone is 
then put through a catalytic 
chemical process to boost the 
number of carbon atoms 
from two per molecule, as in 
traditional ethanol, to be¬ 
tween seven and 15, co-au¬ 
thor Harvey Blanch told AFP. 

This is similar to the car¬ 
bon mass of current jet and 
diesel fuels. 

Using similar raw materi¬ 
als, "you get a better product 


than ethanol for the same 
price,” said Blanch. 

’’With the same amount of 
sugar, we make a fuel that is 
much more effective than 
ethanol for the same price of 
the sugar.” 

Writing in Nature, the 
team said it had developed ”a 
high-yield method for trans¬ 
forming readily accessible 
fermentation products from a 
variety of carbohydrates into 
precursors for petrol, diesel 
and jet fuels. 

Blanch said ethanol, the 
most commonly used biofuel, 
is not very efficient as it can¬ 
not be transported in oil 
pipelines and so has to be 
moved by truck, and does not 
mix well with diesel. 

Also, ’’ethanol does not 
have as much energy per gal¬ 
lon as some of the other 
fuels”. 

The new method should 
address these problems, but 
has so far only been used on 
a small, laboratory scale. 

”We've produced enough 
to have it tested in test en¬ 
gines, several litres,” co-au¬ 
thor Dean Toste said. 

”How far we are from 
making it viable? The chem¬ 
istry probably needs some 
work. But one could imagine 
that this could be viable in a 
couple of years.”

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Treasury: US not ready for 
Basel III bank rules 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US Treasury announced 
yesterday that it would not 
implement the Basel III rules 
for strengthening banks on 
January 1, saying the banks 
were not yet ready to meet 
the tougher capital standards. 

’’Many industry partici¬ 
pants have expressed concern 
that they may be subject to a 
final regulatory capital rule 
on January 1, 2013, without 
sufficient time to understand 
the rule or to make necessary 
systems changes,” the Treas¬ 
ury said. 

The Treasury said that US 
regulators who are members 
of the Basel Committee on 
Banking Supervision ’’take 
seriously our internationally 
agreed timing commitments 
regarding the implementation 
of Basel III.” 

US regulators ”are work¬ 


ing as expeditiously as possi¬ 
ble to complete the rulemak¬ 
ing process,” it said. 

But the Treasury did not 
give a new date for when it 
expected the new capital 
rules agreed for major banks 
around the world can be im¬ 
plemented. 

Coming out of a deep cri¬ 
sis, US banks have fought to 
delay the application of the 
new standards, which raise 
the requirement for higher- 
quality capital to be held by 
the banks. 

Basel III sets the mini¬ 
mum for banks' common eq¬ 
uity holding at 7.0 percent of 
risk-weighted assets, up from 
2.0 percent. 

The new rules also de¬ 
mand improved risk cover¬ 
age, especially for complex 
illiquid trading activities. 



TOKYO — Japan's Toyota Motor Corp and Mazda Motor 
Corp said on Friday that Mazda will produce Toyota ve¬ 
hicles for the North American market at its plant in Mex¬ 
ico. The Mazda plant, currently under construction in 
Guanajuato, Mexico, will begin producing about 50,000 
sub-compact Toyota vehicles starting in the summer of 
2015, Toyota and Mazda said in a joint statement Toyota 
Motor Corp. will invest in equipment and other costs for 
the production increase, both sides said. The plant em¬ 
ploying 3,000 people was set to have annual production 
capacity of 140,000 vehicles. 


Obama warns taxes must 
rise on rich 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama yes¬ 
terday claimed a mandate to 
raise taxes on the rich to pay 
for deficit reductions, firing 
his first post-election shot in a 
year-end budget showdown 
with Republicans. 

” We can't just cut our way 
to prosperity. If we are serious 
about reducing the deficit, we 
have to combine spending 
cuts with revenue, and that 
means asking the wealthiest 
Americans to pay a little more 
in taxes,” he said. 

The president also an¬ 
nounced in a punchy, tele¬ 
vised White House statement, 
his first public appearance 
since his election night ad¬ 
dress, that he would call top 
Republican and Democratic 
leaders to the White House 
next week. 

The talks will focus on 
averting the so-called "fiscal 
cliff' — a catastrophic blend of 
automatic tax rises and harsh 
spending cuts due to come 
into force on January 1, which 
could cause a new recession. 

Obama signaled a willing¬ 


ness to compro¬ 
mise on the de¬ 
tails of a deficit 
reduction plan, 
but he made 
clear that his 
bottom line 
principle in¬ 
volved rejecting 
the Republicans' 
flat refusal to 
raise any taxes. 

"This was a 
central question 
during the elec¬ 
tion, it was de¬ 
bated over and 
over again. On 
Tuesday night, 
we found that 
the majority of 
Americans agree with my ap¬ 
proach.” 

"I want to be clear. I'm not 
wedded to every detail of my 
plan. I'm open to compromise. 
I'm open to new ideas. I refuse 
to accept any approach that 
isn't balanced. 

"I'm not going to ask stu¬ 
dents and seniors and middle 
class families to pay down the 
entire deficit while people like 


me making over $250,000 
aren't asked to pay a dime 
more in taxes. I'm not going to 
do that.” 

Obama's approach left 
room for negotiation with Re¬ 
publicans and could possibly 
permit a compromise that 
keeps income tax rates the 
same for the rich, but involves 
a removal of deductions on in¬ 
vestment income. 


EU 2013 budget talks break down 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Talks be¬ 
tween European Union gov¬ 
ernments and the parliament to 
agree a budget for 2013 broke 
down yesterday, said MEP 
Alain Lamassoure, who heads 
the European Parliament's 
budget committee. 

The budget needs to be 
agreed between the 27 states 
and the parliament but Lamas¬ 
soure said: "The council (of 
ministers) were unable to ne¬ 
gotiate so the negotiations 
were suspended. 

"The European Commis¬ 
sion will now have to present 
a new proposal to enable talks 
to resume,” he added. 

Yesteday's talks had been 
aimed at agreeing a 2013 
budget but snarled instead on 
accounts for 2012 when aus¬ 
terity-minded states refused to 
plug a shortfall of around nine 
billion euros in money used

for Europe's needy. 

The shortfall includes huge 
sums of some 1.5 billion euros 
owed for instance to Italy, 
Poland and Spain to compen¬ 
sate victims of flooding or job 
cuts, as well as funding for the 
Erasmus student exchange 
program. 

"Everyone agrees that Italy 
is entitled to 670 million euros 


to compensate for floods but 
there is no agreement on how 
to find the funds,” an EU offi¬ 
cial told AFP on condition of 
anonymity. 

The collapse of the talks 
augurs badly for a November 
22-23 summit called to settle 
the bloc's even more hotly dis¬ 
puted 2014-2020 spending 
plans. 



OTTAWA - Canada's trade performance beat expectations 
in September with a smaller than expected deficit of $826 
million, but economists note the sector remains a major 
drag on growth.

You ain't seen nothing yet, say Lotus 
and Kimi 


LONDON (AFP) - Kimi 
Raikkonen has put his money 
where his mouth is by paying 
for 500 t-shirts emblazoned 
with his ’’leave me alone” 
radio message, broadcast 
during last Sunday’s Abu 
Dhabi Grand Prix. 

They are being printed 
and prepared as gifts from the 
Finnish driver to his Lotus 
team and to mark his first 
victory since returning from 
self-imposed FI exile this 
season. 

They also signal that he is 
back in the winners’ circle 
and has every intention of 
staying in the limelight for as 
long as he can - and certainly 
returning as a race winner. 

The Finn returned this 
year after a two-season ab¬ 
sence and held off two-time 
champion Fernando Alonso 
of Ferrari at Yas Marina last 
Sunday to claim his 19th For¬ 
mula One win. 

Raikkonen’s blunt radio 
messages to his team - in¬ 
cluding an instruction to 
’’leave me alone” when in¬ 
formed of the gap to Alonso 
- became a sensation among 
fans after Abu Dhabi. 

The Lotus driver said he 
was simply trying to stay fo¬ 
cused. 

’’Apparently there were a 
few of our radio messages 
broadcast on TV and I think 
in those moments you could 
hear how much I just wanted 
to keep my head down, do 


my job and win the race. All 
I needed to know was the gap 
to the guy behind me. 

”1 think you can probably 
find other messages from me 
in the car if you search 
YouTube; even from my 
short time in NASCAR.” 

Raikkonen was confirmed 
at Lotus for the 2013 season 
just ahead of Abu Dhabi and 
the 2007 world champion be¬ 
lieves his win showed he has 
made the right decision. 

”It’s a pretty good way to 
show that everyone’s made 
the right choice,” said 
Raikkonen. 

’’We’ve shown all season 
how good we can be, and in 
Abu Dhabi we showed we 
can win. 

’’There is more to come, I 
promis.” 

Raikkonen had finished 
on the podium six times this 
year before winning in Abu 
Dhabi and he thinks Lotus’s 
persistence was the key to 
that elusive victory. 

”We didn’t give up,” he 
said. 

”We continued with the 
exhaust developments we 
made during practice in 
Korea and India and the pace 
was promising all weekend 
in Abu Dhabi.” 

He added that he has no 
intention to change his style 
or approach to racing. 

”I’ve never cared really 
what people think - if I don’t 
finish the next race, then 


they'll think that I'm as bad as 
that race. I'll just do my thing, 
and if I'm happy with what 
I'm doing and it's the best it 
can be for the team, then 
that's that. 

”So it doesn't really bother 
me if people are thinking dif¬ 
ferently of me now, than 
what they did three hours be¬ 
fore the race.” 

His Lotus team chief Eric 
Boullier said he always had 
confidence in the Finn. 

"This was maybe a sur¬ 
prise for anyone on the out¬ 
side of the team that doubted 
him, but for everyone on the 
inside it was not,” said Boul¬ 
lier. 

"Kimi has certainly made 
his mark and shown that he's 
back in Formula One and 
back at his best form. Having 
him back getting podiums 
and a win is great for him, 
great for the team and great 
for the fans. 

"Moreover 'Leave me 
alone, I know what I'm doing' 
(radio message) has already 
become a Formula 1 classic!” 

Boullier, who joined the 
team back in 2010, admitted 
that his first victory as a team 
boss was very emotional. 

”1 received over four hun¬ 
dred messages at the track 
after the chequered flag! It 
was a pleasant surprise to see 
that a few of them were com¬ 
ing from our rival teams say¬ 
ing how happy they were for 
us.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Mike Brown was fired as 
coach of the Los Angeles 
Lakers after the team started 
the NBA season by losing 
four of its first five games, 
Lakers general manager 
Mitch Kupchak said today. 

The firing came only 
hours ahead of the Lakers 
playing host to Golden State, 
a game in which the squad 
will be guided by assistant 
coach Bernie Bickerstaff on 
an interim basis. A search for 
a new head coach is already 
under way. 

"We weren't winning, we 
weren't seeing improvement 
and we made a decision," 
Kupchak said. "Maybe it 
would have changed down 
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the road. But with this team 
we didn't want to wait three 
months and find out it would¬ 
n't change." 

It was second-fastest 
ouster of an NBA coach to 
start a season. Dolph Schayes 
resigned as the Buffalo 
Braves' coach after the 1971- 
1972 opener. 

The Lakers have the worst 
record in the Western Confer¬ 
ence but the NBA's largest 
payroll at more than $100 
milllion. 

"It wasn't made out of 
panic," Kupchak said of a de¬ 
cision made late Thursday 
night. "We went 0-8 in pre¬ 
season and we're 1-4 now. It's 
not like this came out of 
nowhere." 

Brown, who had almost 
three full years remaining on 
a four-year deal worth $18 
million, was trying to install 
an offensive scheme that had 
players struggling. 

"They either weren't get¬ 
ting it or it was going to take 
too long for them to get it and 
we weren't willing to wait to 
find out which it was," 
Kupchak said. 

"We'd like to see some¬ 
thing the players can pick up 
on a little bit quicker. I'm not 
sure we have the time to im¬ 
plement something really 
complex." 

Superstar guard Kobe 
Bryant has struggled with a 
foot injury and gave Brown a 
'death stare' glare at Brown 
during a loss on Wednesday 
to Utah but praised him in a 
farewell Facebook posting. 

"I had a good relationship 
with Mike and I will continue 
to have one. I wish him and 
his family nothing but the 
best. I spoke with him today 
and thanked him for all of his 
hard work and sacrifice. 


LAKE BUENA VISTA, 
Florida (AFP) - PGA rookie 
Charlie Beljan, fighting to 
keep his job, made two eagles 
on his way to firing an eight- 
under par 64 Friday to seize 
the lead at the final event of 
the US PGA season. 

The American stood on 
12-under 132 after the second 
round of the $4.7 million 
Childrens Miracle Network, 
three strokes in front of seven 
rivals trying to deny him the 
first triumph of his brief ca¬ 
reer. 

Beljan began the week at 
139th on the 2012 US PGA 
Tour money list at $527,528 
and needing to finish the 
event in the top 125 on the 
season prize money chart to 
keep his playing rights for 
next season. 

Winning the tournament 
would bring a top prize of 
$846,000 and leap Beljan to 


65th on the money list. 

Beljan had made the cut in 
only six of 18 prior events, 
with a best of sharing third at 
the Greenbrier Classic in July 
and a share of 10th at the 
McGladrey Classic last 
month. 


But with his career on the 
line, Beljan came out firing, 
opening the second round 
with an eagle at the par-5 
first. Birdies followed at the 
par-3 third, par-4 fifth and 
par-5 seventh. 

Beljan began the back 
nine with a birdie then eagled 
the par-5 11th. After a bogey 
at the 12th, he bounced back 
with birdies on the next two 
holes and even a bogey at 17 
could only give the trailing 
pack a bit more hope with 36 
holes remaining. 

Sharing second on 135 
were Japan's Ryuji Imada, 
South Korean Charlie Wi, Aus¬ 
tralian Matt Jones, Sweden's 
Henrik Stenson and Americans 
Harris English, Mark Ander¬ 
son and Charles Howell. 

Jones, who fired a 64 for 
his low round of the year, and 
Imada must finish higher to 
crack the season's top 125. 

"Better late than never," 
Jones said. "Hopefully we 
can keep going." 

"One good weekend can 
mean a lot. It can turn your 
whole year around," Imada 
said. "I'm in position to do that, 
but still got a long ways to go. 
I've had an awful year this year, 
so no expectations. Just going 
to go out and play hard."
